PRESIDENT OUTLINES 
PROBLEMS INVOLVED 


Pleads for Ample: Credit 
Facilities and Other Ad- 
vantages for Farmers of 
Nation. 


Washington, January 23.—Accept- 
ance by the government of the offer 
of Henry Ford for the Muscle Shoals 
(Ala.) power and nitrate plants was 
urged before the national agricutlural 
conference today by James W. 
Morton, of Athens, Ga., in an address 
in which he detailed the conditions 
existing among the farmers of the 
south. 

The acceptance of the Ford offer 
was one of a number of sugestions 
made by Mr. Morton for agricultural 
relief in the south where, he declared, 
“there is a general feeling of unrest 
and uncertainty.” Other suggestions 
included cheaper transportation 
charges, development of the St. Law- 
rence-Great Lakes waterway project, 
vasier banking credits, and a “reli- 
able“ system of crop reports. 

i Act Promptly, He Says. 

“The government should without 
further delay,“ said Mr. Morton, 
“authorize the signing of the Ford 
contract for Muscle Shoals in order 
that southern agriculture and, I 
might add, American agriculture, 
would have within our own borders 
the source of cheap fertilizers and 
make available for use our national 
resources at the least cost. of service.” 

Mr, Morton told the conference 
merchants of his section would be una- 
ble to meet their obligations and 
farmers would be unable to finance 
the coming year’s crops unless both 
were provided some means of liquidat- 
ing or amortizing their loans. 

The 1920 cotton crop cost from 200 
to 300 per eent above normal sold 
tor about One-third ofthe cost pro- 
duction, Morton asserted, adding that 
the small erop of last year, owing to 


the cotton carried over from the pre- 


ceding season and abnormal times did 
not bring the cost of production, 
Backed by Vermont. 

The demand from the south that the 
government accept Ford’s offer, was 
indorsed by E. B. Cornwall, of Ver- 
mont. 

“Immediate relief must be given the 
farmers in the present agricultural 
crisis, delegates were told by speakers 
representing every phase of this in- 
dustry. President Harding, who open- 
ed the conference with an address; 
Secretary Wallace, farmers, and repre- 
sentatives of industries dependent on 
agriculture emphasized the seriousness 
of the situation and suggested reme- 
dies. 

The remedial measures outlined by 
President Harding and subsequently 
indorsed by many of the. speakers, 
included more adequate financial fa- 
cilities, especially working capital, for 
the farmer; long time loans to pro- 
vide for his turnover of the -co-opera- 
tive marketing; buying and loan as- 
sociations of farmers; development of 
waterway transportation and power 


possibilities; more efficient machinery 


for collecting and distributing market 
information, including the demand and 
consumptive outlook; development of 
the St. Lawrence-Great Lakes water- 
way project, and assurance to agricul- 


-ture of equality of opportunity with 


all other industries. 
Want Freight Rates Cut. 
Demand for reduction of freight 
rates was also voiced generally by the 
farmers and a reduction in retail prices 
was Siggested as a necessary step to 
start increased consumption of farm 
products,

Senator McCumber Pleads 
in Senate for United 
States Not to Play Role 
of Shylock. 


DEMOCRATS OPPOSE

Washington, January 23.—The 
fight over the allied debt refunding 
bill broke today in the senate, with 
Senator McCumber, republican, North 
Dakota, in charge of the measure, 
pleading that the United States “not 
play the role of Shylock in dealing

with its allies, and the democrats op- 
posing the proposed grant of authority 
to the debt commission to fix the time 
when interest payments shall begin. 

The first day’s consideration of the 
measure saw only the completion of 
the opening statement by Senator Mc- 
Cumber as chairman of the finance 
committee, who was subjected to a 
rapid crossfire from the minority side. 
Tomorrow Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, ranking democrat on the 
finance committee, will open the mi- 
nority attack and general debate will 
follow. Republican leaders hope to 
press the bill to a vote by the end of 
the week. 


Wide Discussion. . 


Discussion today covered a. wide 

range, including use of proceeds from * 
7 6 

bonus, the ability ef the debtor na- 
tions to begin paying their interest 
and the plans of the administration 
with respect to the sale of some of the 
refunded obligations in the United 
States. Pleading for broad author- } 
ity for the commission in conducting 
the refunding negotiations, Senator 
McCumber said he could conceive of a 
situation where it might be desirable 
to agree with a debtor nation to fix 
the interest rate on the bonds high 
enough to cover, during the life of 
the bonds, the accumulated interest. 

Such a plan was opposed by Sena- 
tors Simmons and Lenroot, republican, 
Wisconsin, The former said Secre- 
tary Mellon had informed the finance 
committee that President Harding had 
approved this proposal as a means of 
making the foreign bonds the more 
readily saleable in the United States. 
He added that a serious objection was 
that if the refunded bonds were sold 
at par, the United States would lose 
all the deferred interest. while the 
purchasers of the bonds would receive. 


When Funds Ready. 

Senator McCumber gave it as his 
opinion that none of the proceeds from 
the refunded foreign debt would be 
available for the soldiers’ bonus until 
within one year after next July 1, the 
date on which republican leaders have 
said the bonus would be made effect- 
ive. He thought that congress should 
provide some special form of taxation 
to cover bonus payments for the one 
year, and then authorize the sale of a 
sufficient amount of the bonds to take 
care of succeeding yearly bonus ex- 
penses if the interest from the foreign 
debt should not prove sufficient. His 
estimate was that for the first year 
the bonus would cost 3300, 000, 000. 

Objecting to writing into the bill a 
provision fixing any definite time for 
beginning interest payments, Senator 
McCumber said that if the time limit 
were made three years, for instance,

Formal discussion of the Japanese 
policy was postponed until tomorrow, 
but there was no indication tonight 
that any of the “big five” delegations 
would oppose acceptance of today’s 
declaration at its face value or se- 
riously dispute the plan of continuing. 
for the present, the Japanese occu- 
pation of Siberian soil. The general 
view was that the whole Siberian 
problem touched upon today for the 
first time, soon would be disposed of 
on the basis of the Japanese pledges. 


China and Japan Agree. 

At the same time the long-con- 
tinued Shantung negotiations also ap- 
proached their conclusions. At their 
thirty-first meeting to discuss the sub- 
ject the Japanese and Chinese vir- 
tually completed an agreement on all

Americans Silent. 

American spokesmen would not dis- 
cuss the subject tonight in advance 
of the formal statement of view to be 
made at tomorrow’s committee meet- 
ing, but it was learned that the Amer- 
ican government was deeply impressed 
by the Japanese statement and was 
disposed to regard it as a solemn 
pledge behind which the conference 
could not properly go. Moreover in 
both American and British circles it 
was conceded that there might be 
much justice in the claim thaj pres- 
ent conditions in Siberia make some 
outside protection necessary to safe- 
guard the rights of the foreign na- 
tionals. 

The Chinese declined to reveal their 
attitude toward the Japanese policy, 
and the only note of aritieism came 
from outside the conference in a 
statement issued by the delegation sent 
to Washington by the unrecognized 
Far Eastern republic of Chita, Sibe- 
ria. Japanese promises of withdraw- 
al from Siberian soil, the statement 
declared, had been a “chronic etate- 
ment” of the Tiokio government since 
August, 1920.

and prosperity of agriculture.” 

hether these organizations are 
considered as means to buying the 
farmers’ requirements in a cheaper 
market, the president asserted, or to 
selling his products in a, more re- 
munerative one “the conclustom in all 
cases is the same; it is that the farmer 
is as good a business man as any 
other if he has the chance.” 

The manufacturer, Mr. Harding 
said, whose turnover is rapid, finds he 
can borow money from the bank on 
short notes when needs working 
capital and his money will come back 
to him in time to meet his short term 
obligation. On the other hand, he 
continued, the farmer’s turnover is a 
long one, from a year in most crops 
to sometimes three years in the cattle 
‘industry. 


Needs Longer Credits. 


“Yet the farmer is compelled,” he 
declared, if he’ borrows his working 
capital, to borrow for short periods, 
to renew his paper several times before 
his turnover is possible, and to take 
the chnace that if he is called upon 
untimely to pay oft his notes, he 
may be compelled to sacrifice grow- 
ing crops or unfinished live stock; 
obviously, the farmer needs to have 
provisions, adapted to his require- 
ments, for extension of credit to pro- 
duce his working eapital.’’ 

The president told the conference 
that “concerning the grim reality of 
the present crisis in agriculture there 
can be no differences of opinion among 
informed people.” 

“The depressions and discourage- 
ments,” he continued, are not 
peculiar to agriculture, and I think 
it fair to say there could have been 
no avoidance of a great slump from 
wartime excesses to the hafdships of 
readjustment. We can have no help- 
ful understanding by re that 
ey suffers alone. 


Is Individualistic. 


The 33 the president declared, 
from the very mode of his life is 
individualistic, and therefore use 
he buys and sells as an individual it 
is his fate to buy in the dearest and 
sell in the‘cheapest market.“ 

“If the mortgage indebtedness of 
farms shows, over a given period, a 
marked tendency to increase, the fact 
becomes occasion for concern,” he 
said.

“Tt can not be too strongly urged 
that the farmer must be ready to help 
himself,” he added. “This conference 
would do most lasting good if it would 
find ways to impress the great mass 
of farmers to avail themselves of the 
best methods. By this I mean that, 
in the last analysis, legislation can do 
little more than give the farmer the 
— * to organize and help bim- 


Co-operative Marketing. 
The president then referred to co- 


operative marketing. It should be 
possible to afford the farmers, he said,

We might qualify state- 
ment by saying 1922 will be better, 
provided business men as a whole con- 
tinue to act sensibly. We might say 
that developments will be favorable if 
economy, conservatism and efficiency 
rule in business, rather than efforts at 
stimulation and expansion. 


GOOD RULES 
TO FOLLOW. 


But it is not necessary to make 
that qualification in words. It is in- 
herent in the facts of the situation. 
Conditions are such that economy, 
conservatism and efficiency will pre- | 
vail in business because the pressure 
of circumstance compels observance of 
these measures. 

Business that tries to run ahead of 
the conservative progress of the times 
toward normal will be Hable to dis- 
aster. 

Efforts to spread out will bring dis- 
appointment and failure. Lucky in- 
dividuals may run ahead of the game 
for special reasons. But as a rule, 
1922°will be a good year for remem- 
bering above all that bam Saad is busi- 
ness and not speculation. During the 
boom business had to speculate despite 
itself; due to the rapid change of cir- 
cumstances, Rising markets often 
made it unsafe not to go long of ma-

dition of banking. Fear need not be 
felt regarding the ability of worthy 
businesses to commend adequate bank- 
ing facilities and at reasonable rates.

During the boom many ill-conceived 
businesses sprang up and flourished, 
due to easy conditions for success. 
horde of speculative middlemen came 
into being. The more rigi 1 
conditions of the peri f reaction 
have eliminated Ane of these va- 
rious classes of business units: It has 
not been a pleasant process, and while 
not completé, it has created a stronger 
mercantile business sityation. It has 
also resulted in the removal of many 
obstacles to the establishment of fair- 
er prices for the consumer. 

In industrial business also condi- 
tions are sounder at the end of the 
year than at the beginning. The gen- 
eral inventory position has been im- 
proved. There has been a return to a 
greater degree of corporate economy. 
There has been, as a result of unem- 
ployment and competition for work, a 
development of greater man power ef- 
ficiency. Wage reductions have con- 
tributed to the bringing down of pro- 
duction costs. 

PRICE SITUATION 
ALSO IMPROVED. 

The price situation is also better. 
The period of avalanche price declines 
is over. This movement was still in 
progress at the opening of 1921. After 
a period of business activity for near- 
ly twenty years with rising prices it 
was a new experience for business to 
have prices start downgrade. The 
present generation scarcely knew how 
to do business under such circum- 
stances. Although many prices will 
continue to recede, business and bank- 
ing are now better schooled to cope 
with that situation. We need hardly 
fear a general price demoralization. 

The attitude of the public in respect 
to buying is now a more calculable 
business factor. In the first place, 
any thought that the public will buy 
at almos y price can be eliminated 
from business calculations. 

It can be set down as-detinite that 
the public has me thrifty and dle. 
criminating in buying. 
purchasing power and unemployment 
have made it so. People are willing 
to buy what they require so far as 
they are able and where they can find 
fair prices. A thrifty public, * the 
long run, is better for business than 
is an extravagant public. 

With all these facts of betterment 
why should the decision not be ren- 
dered in favor of the optimist? Be- 
cause on the other side of the picture 
there are certain serious elements of 
maladjufment that can not be ig- 
nored. There are impediments to the 
healthy functioning of the markets and 
difficulties in the way of a complete 
readjustment of the costs of produc- 
tion and distribution. These obsta- 
cles must be overcome before anything 
like a fundamentally normal business 
situation can be re-established.
